Fill  your  container  with  rich  soil  up  to  about  two  inches.  Fill  the  balance  with  clean 
sand.  Plant  in  this  sand.  Water  sparingly  and  keep  in  shade  until  plants  are  estab¬ 
lished.  From  then  on  plenty  of  light  is  essential  for  healthy  growth.  Root  your 
cuttings  in  the  same  soil,  but  do  not  water  until  rooted.
